Washington, D. C., July 26.—[Special.}— 
The end of the long, tiresome job of arrang- 
ing the tariff differences between the two 
houses of congress has been reached. 
‘Byery effort will be made by the house 
gonferees to submit the unanimous report 
ef their agreement with the senate to the 
house of representatives at its session to- 
morrow. Whether this can be done is a 
matter of some doubt.

leged Breach of Promise 
by Mysterious Young 
French Woman. 


GIRL’SAPPEAL MOVED HIM 


Anna Strunsky’s Husband Freed 
Plaintiff's Kin from Prison 
in Reply to Her Tear 
Stained Letters.

New York, July 26—[Special.]—Wiliam 
English Walling, a leading Chicago socialist 
and the husband of Anne Strunsky, the noted 
Russian authoress, is a defendant in an ac- 
tion for breach of promise. He is a son of 
Dr. Willoughby Walling and a grandson of 
the late William E. English of Indiana, once 
a Democratic candidate for vice president. 

The plaintiff is Anna Bertha Grunspan, a 
petite, charming young Frenchwoman. she 
appraises the damage done to her heart and 
peace of mind at $100,000, the sum for which 
she brings suit. 

Every effort was made by all parties to the 
action to avoid publicity, but the defend- 
antes motion for a bill of particulars will 
come up tomorrow before Justice Brady of 
the Supreme court. 

There is one feature of the case which in- 
volves an interesting point of law. While 
Walling in his answer to Miss Grunspan's 
complaint makes a general denial of all the 
charges, he adds that even if a promise of 
marriage had been made by him in France 
no action for breach of promise could be 
maintained in this country. 


Collect on Trousseau, Only, There. 

This argument is based upon the laws of 
France, which take no account of sentimen- 
tal damages and restrict the legal demands 
of a discarded one to the actual losses sus- 
tained in the preparation of a trousseau. 

Wallins's spectacular caretr as a settle- 
ment worker, author, and socialist is well 
known to the reading public, but nothing 
before had been heard of little Mies Gruns- 
pan. Even now she remains veiled in mys- 
tery. Her attorney, Arthur M. Wickwire, 
refuses to reveal her whereabouts, her his- 
tory, or the full story of Walling’s alleged 
wooing. 

It is known, however, that she and Waling 
first met in Paris in the summer of 1905 when 
the young man, with several noted socialists, 
was studying the Russian situation. About 
the same time Walling and Anna Strunsky, 
now his wife, were prosecuting sociological 
studies together in the French capital. 

Side by side they planned and worked for 
Russian liberty, and little or no surprise was 


telt here when in June, 1906, their engage- 


ment was announced by J. G. P Stokes, 
a mutual friend. Ten days later they were 
quietly, married in Paris, but months passed 
before the news reached this country. 


Wife Helped London Write Book. 

Anna Strunsky is even more widely known 
than her husband. Russian by birth, she was 
graduated with high honors at Leland Stan- 
for university, and her socialistic meetings 
attracted international attention. She col- 
laborated with Jack London in writing a 
book and was named by his first wife in her 
action for divorce. Since the marriage of 
Walling and Anta Strunsky, their arrest by 
Russian authorities on a charge of aiding 
revolutionists has excited attention. 

According to Miss Grunspan's complaint, 
young Walling was under promise to wed her 
at the time of his marriage to the Russian au- 
thoress. It will be charged that he educated 
her in English at great expense #80 that she 


8 better grace his prospective American 
ome. 


The first meeting of Walling and the young 
woman was romantic. Early in the summer 
of 1906 word came to Httle Misa Grunspan, 
then eighteen years oid, in Paris, that her two 
brothers had been arrested on the charge of 
plotting agaist the czar. The girl thought of 
young Walling. She had heard of him 
through socialistic friends as a man of great 
wealth and boundless sympathy for the op- 
pressed. She sent him a letter, blurred with 
tears, by special messenger. 


Frees Brothers from Prison. 

It found Walling busy with his pians and 
studies and was ignored. A second letter 
from the half frantic girl caught the young 
socialist’s attention. He answered and they 
met. The result was that Walling, deeply 
interested in the young girl and her troubles, 
took her and her mother to Russia and suc- 
ceeded in having the imprisoned brothers re- 
leased. It is said that this service was the 
beginning of favors showered upon Miss 
Grunspan by Walling. She was in humble 
circumstances, but his wealth enabled her, 


1 it is said, to complete a course in an ex- 


clusive English seminary. 

To Miss Grunspan's formal complaint Wal- 
ling made prompt answer through his at- 
torney, Emil E. Fuchs. This having been 
done he sailed, accompanied by his wife, for 
Europe for an extended tour. The answer 
ne sooner was in the hands of Miss Grun- 
span's lawyer than an amended complaint 
was served upon Walling’s counsel. This 
complaint was a simple allegation of breach 
of promise, but no place was designated. 

With his client on the high seas, Lawyer 
Fuchs could only make a motion to extend 
the time of serving the anewer and a second 
motion for a bill of particulars. These mat- 
ters will come up before Justice Brady to- 
morrow. 

Only Helped Her, Lawyer Says. 

„ Walling always has been more or less of 
a philanthropist,” Fuchs said (today., and 
his only interest in this young woman was 
one of helpful sympathy. We will show that 
after Walling’s marriage he was appealed 
to for financial assistance by Miss Grunspan 
and that he paid one or two of ber bills.“ 

Miss Grunspan’s attorney refused to dis- 
cuse the case. It is said that Miss Grunspan, 
accompanied by relatives, came to this coun- 
try for the purpose of bringing the action 
aaginst Walling.

‘DON'T WED,’ ADVISES ‘SPOOK’ 


Psychic Researcher Has Inter- 
view with Spirit, He Says. 


FATHER CHANGES HIS VIEW. 


Boosts Match at First, but Later De- 
velops Into ‘‘Knocker.’’ 


New York, July 26.—{Special.}—There is a 
lively difference of opinion among the 
* spooks who love Dr. James H. Hyslop, 
the psychic researcher, as to whether ha 
ought to marry again. The spirits of the 
doctor’s first wife and his father and Prof. 
Richard Hodgson all know a woman the doc- 
tor has picked out and have some ad- 
vice to give him. They have spoken through 
Mrs. Balmar, the wife of a physician em- 
ployed by the United States government, who 
lapsed into a mediumistic trance and took 
down in automatic writing a conversation 
between Dr. Hyslop and his spirit relatives 
and friends. 

The spirit of old Robert Hyslop, the late la- 
mented parent of the psychic investigator, 
declared itself at first as favoring the doctor 
taking another wife. Later, however, the 
venerable spirit changed its mind and sug- 
gested it would not be a good thing for the 
investigator’s children. 

Wite’s Spirit Is Noncommittal. 

The spirit of the first Mra. James Hyslop 
was more or less noncommittal, but Hyslop's 
father declared in one spiritualistic com- 
munication that if his son ever lapsed from 
his widowhood, ‘' Mary would never be heard 
from again.“ 

As for Dr, Hodgson, witn whom Dr. Hyslop 
had worked when Dr. Hodgson was alive; 
he was set against the matrimonial idea 
on first thought. He was afraid this union 
would draw the doctor away from his re- 
search work and impoverish the worid by 
just so much. In a subsequent spiritual 
communication, however, he relented. 

Dr. Hyslop has published a record of these 
Balmar seances in the Journal of the Amert- 
can Society for Psychical Research, which 
is just out. 

A reference was made to the possibility of 
the doctor marrying again in one of the 
first communications that the medium had 
with his father’s spirit.

It took the spirit of the elder Hyslop only 
about twenty-four hours to change its views 
about the doctor’s marriage.

Tipton. Ind., July 2%.—The First National 
bank of thie city, one of the oldest financial 
institutions of northern Indfane, is closed 
and its assistant cashier, Noah R. Marker, 
has disappeared, taking with him between 
$50,000 and $60,000, which was all the cash 
that was in the bank’s vaults at the close of 
business Saturday afternoon, 

Marker after sweeping together the money 
at that time set the time look on the safe 
go that it could not be opened until 9 o'clock 
this morning and left the city on an inter- 
urban car for Indianapolis at 8 o’clock Sat- 
urday evening, telling his wife that he in- 
temied spending Sunday with his father and 
mother in Ind/anapols. Nothing bag been 
heard of him since. 

Note Says He Took “Expenses.” 

Marker left a note on the desk of his 
brother, WilMam Marker, cashier of the 
bank, saying that he had gone forever and 
that he had taken enough money to pay 
his expenses.” 

‘The fact that he had emptied the cash box 
of nearly $60,000 was not known until the 
time lock gave admittance to the vault this 
morning. Whether Marker had previously 
taken money from the bank’s funds and had 
covered up the defaications by making false 
entries in the books cannot be known until 
the arrival of a national bank examiner. 

The directors today decided to suspend the 
bank's operation until the examiner should 
have taken charge of the books. 


Notice Tells of Defalcation.

N. R. Marker, assistant cashier of this 
bank, has absconded with all its cash. The 
treasury department at Washington has been 
notified and the bank will remain closed, 
awaiting the department's instructions

Wayman Reports at 8 O'Clock.

before the grand jury. He was the first man 
in the office and it was some time before his 
assistants put in an appearance. 

About 9 o'clock Louls Frank, west side 
galoonkeeper and the principal witness 
against Inspector McCann, called at the 
prosecutor's office and was closeted with him 
for some time. The saloonkeeper did not 
leave the building at any time during the day 
except for his meals. His demeanor as an in- 
former had changed considerably after a 
conference with Mr. Wayman, during which 
it is said he was told to“ keep quiet.“ 

Frank, it is said, incurred the displeasure 
of Mr. Wayman by discussing the charges 
@gainst Inspector McCann publicly. 


Other Early Callers. 
Before the grand jury arrived at the Crim- 
mal court Attorney Underwood appeared and 
informed Mr. Wayman that he had been re- 
tained to take charge of the preliminary mat- 
ters in the defense of Inspector McCann.

Story of Two Chinamen.

. Question of Plummer Incident. 

The state’s attorney went before Judge 
McSurely in the morning and had an old 
indictment against Max Plummer, a resort 
keeper at Randolph and Peoria re- 
stated. In this indictment Plummer was 
charged with luring Anne Green, a 16 year 
old girl 

It is said that Mr. Wayman had a lengthy 
interview with Plummer, in which he gave 
the resort keeper a chance to “ tell all he 
knew about Inspector McCann. Plummer 
is said to have told things that did not ex- 
actly please the state's attorney, and the re- 
instatement of the old indictment followed. 
Louls Frank alleged that Plummer paid Me- 
Cann $250 on money. Plummer de- 
clared this statement false. 

Charies Genker, known as Monkey-face 
Charley,“ who owns a resort at 17 Halsted 
street, was before the grand jury in the 
afternoon, together with Louis Frank and 
Sarah Gordon, a woman resort keeper, who 
also is under indictment. 

Prefers “Monkey” to Genker. 

Personally Monkey Charley” is one of 
the most picturesque figures that has ap- 
peared thus far in the graft investigation. 
He is short and stubby. He does not ob- 
ject.to being called Monkey-face Charley 
apparently, but he does not like the name of 
Genker to be used. 

“Call me ‘Monkey Charley, said he. 
“If my folks see the name Genker used they 
will think we are disgraced forever. 

„Monkey. however, declared that he 
wanted to tell the truth about everything o? 
which he had any knowledge. He said he 
had never paid Inspector McCann any money 
and that any statements to the contrary were 
lies. The man to whom he had paid money, 
he said, was Detective Griffin, who is under 
indictment with the inspector as a receiver of 
bribes. 

„I want to say that I never paid Inspector 

Cann a cent in my life,” said he. But 
122 pay Detective Griffin $20 a month for 
protection I never got. I began paying pro- 
tection money to Griffin about six months 
ago, right after Inspector McCann was taken 
sick. He came around to me and said that 
he was boss of the district while the in- 
spector was sick. 


How Charge Was Arranged. 

„ What do you want?’ I asked him. 

„J want you to get in line,’ said he. 

„% How much?’ I asked. 

About $20 a month will do for you,’ he 
replied. U 

I ͤ told him I had been in the district a long 
time and that I had never been in any trouble. 
He said I would have to get in line, however, 
and if I would come through he would fix it. 
I paid him $20 that day and the first of every 
month thereafter. He used to meet me on 
the street or in Frank Brothers’ saloon and 
I would walk up to him and slip him that 
$20. 
„What made me suspicious of him was that 
the next day after I had paid him the money 
Detective Mulvihill would come into my place 
and arrest some of the girls. They were al- 
ways discharged the next day, however, with- 
out any fine. 28 

But I will be honest, I never paid a cent 
to Inspector.McCann, and so far as I know 
he is an honest man. I hate him and he isthe 
worst enemy I’ve got, but I am going to tell 
the truth about this thing, even if I go to jail 
for it.“ 


Woman Dodges Photographers. 

Sarah Gordon is said to have told a story to 
the grand jury of paying protection money 
to Griffin. She was in the grand juty room 
about fifteen minutes. When she came out 
several photographers attempted to snap her 
picture. She covered her face and her lan- 
guage was more expressive than picturesque. 
Among other witnesses who were escorted 
to the grand jury room secretly, by means 
of the jail elevator, it is sal, was Pete 
Cohen, a former resort keeper on the west 
side. Cohen went on the bond of Detective 
Griffin. The former saloonkeeper was at 
the state’s attorney's office in the afternoon 
for some time. Then he disappeared and it 
was said he had been taken before the grand 
jury, although he was not seen to enter the 
inquisitorial rooms. 

So far no resort keepers in the Twenty- 
second street levee district have been sub- 
poenaed, although it was rumored last night 
that several well known characters in the 
south side levee district would be summoned 
before the grand jury today. It is expected 
that the same methods will be used on the 
south side as on the west side, and that the 
resort keepers will be indicted in order to 
obtain evidence that protection money was 
paid to police officials. 

It was rumored also that the scope of the 
grand jury investigation would reach 
through the loop district and that several 
hotels of questionable repute would be made 
the subject of inquiry.

been lured to his resort. 

Detectives Enright and Duffy, who found 
Miss McConnell in a resort in the Twenty- 
second street district, testified before the 
grand jury in the South Chicago case. 

Weinstein and the woman appeared in the 
Municipal court at Chicago avenue and their 
cases were continued until Thursday. Inthe 
meantime the grand jury investigation was 
begun, 


As a result of the raid made on Sunday by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Clifford G. Roe 
and Detectives Loula and O’Keefe, the police 
have determined upon a thorough cleaning 
up of the South Chicago levee. A conference 
was held by Inspector Hunt and Capt. John 
Halpin of South Chicago and it was decided 
that a canvass of the South Chicago district 
would be made to learn whether any young 
girls are in the resorts and whether any 
women are being held against their wishes.

Ask Continuance, Hints 
‘at “Railroading.” 


TURN FIRE ON ACCUSERS. 


Friends Investigate Foes’ Past 
and Promise Facts About 
„Viee Ring.“ 


* 


Police Inspector Edward McCann last night 
turned on the accusers whose testimony 
brought about his tenfold indictment on 
charges of bribery and malfeasance in office 
and in a conference with his attorney, W. wa 
Underwood, in the latter's offices at 07 Clark 
street, prepared to show up tbe men who, 
in his belief, conspired to railroad him to 
the penitentiary. 6 

The inspector sharply called attention to 
the fact that the ten cases against him have 
been set for trial this morning before Judge 
McSurely without his having been served 
with copies of any of the indictments against 
him. 

Attorney Underwood, who expects to be- 
come associated with other lawyers in the 
defense of the accused police official, de- 
clared the proceeding was indicative of the 
utmost haste and said that the only pro- 
cedure to be taken this morning will be the 
securing of a continuance. 


Rake Up Accusers’ History. 


Then will come the preparation of evi- 
dence, detailing the history of the accusers 
of Inspector McCann, together with all the 
unsavory details of their rise to power and 
the checks which were given them by Mc- 
Cann in his supervision of the vice ridden 
district of the west side, from the Desplaines 
street station. 

Every attempt will be made to compile 
statistics of the wealth of divekeepers, and 
if the plans of the inspector and his couneel 
do not go awry the court will ring with dis- 
closures affecting the activity of politicians 
in behalf of the vicious element of the west 
side levee. . While making flat denials that 
he ever received any money trom them, it is 
expected the inspector, in the marshaling of 
evidence, will accuse the Frank brothers, 
Louis and Julius, of being the ringleaders in 
a wie trust and tell in detail of hia 
struggles with them at the time he first took 
command at Desplaines street. 

From statements made by close friends of 
the inspector it is believed the inenpector 
will tell of attempts to corrupt him which 
were met by the application of a heavy po- 
lice boot to worthies who “thought they 
owned the police station and the inspector.“ 


Promises Uncomfortable Truths. 

Ed McCann is going to give these fellows 
the fight of their lives,“ said the inspector 
after the conference with Attorney Under- 
wood. ‘‘ Their Hes will turn on their authors 
and some uncomfortable truths about them 
will become known. I expect to have Mr. 
Underwood and other attorneys who remain 
to be selected to manage my case, and while 
I don't want to have it dragging a day longer 
than necessary, I want time enough to get 
it in shape for proper presentation in my de- 
fénse. 


“This case means everything to me, as | 


you may well imagine, and I have no inten- 
tion of overlooking anything, even though I 
know myself to be innocent. I realize that 
I must face a stream of perjury of the vilest 
kind prepared by cunning people of the under- 
world to deceive the state’s attorney and the 
jury, and that I must meet it. 

To talk about my actually going to trial 
tomorrow morning is ridiculous. That would 
be ‘ railroading’ me if I had to doit. Until 
I have been furnished with copies of the in- 
dictments against me I don’t know legally 
what I am charged with. 

1 understand that the state’s attorney 
told my attorney that he would furnish the 
indictments by Wednesday. That is inter- 
esting in view of the fact that Iam called for 
trial tomorrow morning and not due to re- 
ceive copies of the charges until the next 
day. I ought to have at least a week, I 
should think. However, it will be an easy 
matter to appear in ceurt in the morning and 
have the thing attended to. Why, I didn’t 
know who my attorney would be until abou 
9 ‘o'clock this morning.” . 


Record of McCann’s Lawyer. 


Attorney Underwood, who will handle the 
case of Inspector McCann this morning, is 
not known as a criminal lawyer, although he 
has prosecuted many cases growing out of 
election and registration frauds, and in this 
way has familiarized himself to a con- 
siderable extent with the methods of the 
underworld. While in this work he was 
working in the capacity of attorney for the 
Republican central committee of Cook 
county. 

In three successful prosecutions a number 
of years ago, it is said, he secured the only 
convictions ever made in Chicago of men 
guilty. of fraud in connection with the nat- 
uralization of foreigners. For many years 
he handled the damage cases of the Me- 
Cormick Harvester company, and was at- 
torney for the McCormick estate. Mr. 
Underwood never met his. latest client until 
yesterday morning. 

I was chosen because many of my clients 
are firm friends of the inspector,“ he said. 
“I really can say little about the case, as I 
am not even familiar with the charges yet. 
I went to the clerk of the court this morning 
to get a copy of the indictment, and was told 
that it would not be ready before Wednes- 
day night or Thursday morning. It may 
seem a little surprising that, after this in- 
formation concerning the indictment, I 
should be notified that the case would be 
called in court tomorrow morning. Of 
course, the calling of the case is merely a 
matter of form, and it will only be set for 
trial tomorrow. 


Plans a Finish Fight. 

We intend to fight these charges to a fin- 
ish. I told Mr. McCann and his friends when 
I consented to take the case that I should 
desire more counsel. There will be at least 
two more attorneys to help me in the in- 
spector’s defense. We cannot say yet who 
they will be. One of them must be a man 
thoroughly conversant with Criminal court 
trials and an active practitioner in the Crim- 
inal court. There are too many angles of the 
case, which will appear as it goes on, to leave 
all matters to one or even two attorneys. 

I have not even had time today to go over 
matters in connection with the indictment 
with my client. I think that Mr. McCann and 
I will fly to the country tomorrow, where it 
will be quiet and we can have an opportunity 
to talk things over undisturbed. 

„With himself and his friends I went over 
general conditions in the west side today. 
The inspector's friends believe and appear- 
ances bear them out that Mr. McCann is the 
victim of a conspiracy among the vicious 
persons of his district who desire to get him 
out of the way. de 

am certain there will be no great dif- 
culty in clearing the inspector of ail blame 
and of showing up the men behind the plot co 
ruin him. . 

Dozens of the friends of McCann and 
workers in all sorts of social and charitable 
enterprises have been in my office today to 
tell me of ‘the efficient work that the in- 
spector has done agains the dens of vice in 
the west side. All say he 1% innocent of the 
charges made against him.”

Assertions e ating from Louis Frank 
and his friends that McCann had “ planted ** 
graft money in horses and ranch equipment 
for his son, who owng farming property in 
Texas was given a jolt during the day, when 
Barney Petchaft, proprietor of the Adams 
street horse market, at Pe and Adams 
streets, told of his dealings with the inspec- 
tor, It was said that McCann had bought 
a number of fine horses of Petchaft and 
shipped the animals to Texas. ; : 

Tes, the iniepector bought horses of me,” 
Petchaft said, but all that he purchased 
could well have been bought by a man work- 
Ing on a salary of $75 a month. He bought 
seven or eight cheap broodmares at prices 
ranging from 840 to $50-each, The were 
animals for the most part whose feet had 


deen worn out by work on the streets, but 
were perfectly sound for farm purposes. All 


of the equipment that I know of him buying 
consisted of three old sets of harness, for 
which he paid $12 a set. He bought them for 
his son 1 believe, at least the son was here 
once at the market and the stuff was shipped 
to Texas I believe. : 

„As far as the Texas land is concerned I 
know something of land values down there; 
the land for the most part cost the inspector 
and his son about $3 an acre, so it took 
mighty little money to acquire an ordinary 
farm down tlfere. 


Voices Faith in Inspector. 

„ don't know anything about all this graft 
inquiry, but I do believe that if there ever 
was an honest police officer it is Inepector 
McCann. I know that he has cleaned up 
this district since he has been here, and all 
the knocking against him that I have heard 
has been done by the men who live by run- 
ning resorts and by graft themselves. 

I put no credence in the stories that are 
told by Louis Frank and his friends. I have 
known Louis Frank for twenty years, and 
he may have collected money fram resort 
keepers; I do not doubt it, but I feel certain 
that not one dollar of it ever got to McCann. 
The Franks are rated as having a million 
dollars, and they have bought thousands 
of dollars’ worth of property.in the last year. 

It is common report in the district that 
the Franks own many houses which are used 
for immoral purposes. It is said that twenty 
resorts are running in property owned by 
them.”’ 

The inepector talked for the first time 
about the charge of buying horses for his 
son's Texas farm in the afternoon. When 
told what Petchaft had said concerning the 
purchase of the animals he laughed. 

It's scarcely worth while talking about.“ 
he said, but that is right; they were old, 
worn out animals. They had no shoes on 
their feet, because they couldn't be put on, 
and have not been able to bear them yet. 
That's all the dealings that I ever had with 
Petchaft. I have known him for some time, 
and there was never any attempt to hide the 
fact that I bought the horses of him.”’ 

Detective Jeremiah Griffin, also under in- 
dictment on a charge of bribery, is to appear 
for trial this morning at the same time as 
Inspector McCann. His case also will be 
continued—perhaps for three weeks. 


Juvenile League May Act. 

A meeting of the Juvenile Protective 
league, which has worked in codperation 
with Inspector McCann in the regulation of 
the social evil in the Desplaines street dis- 
trict, is scheduled to be held this afternoon 
at Hull house. Harry Smoot, attorney for 
the league, said during the day that he ex- 
pected that Inspector McCann's case would 
be brought under discussion and intimated 
that resolutions of some kind may be passed. 

“ Personally, I shall consider and believe 
Inspector McCann to be innocent until he is 
found guilty,”’ said Mr. Smoot. “ The Juve- 
nile Protective league is greatly interested 
in his case.“ 

Dean Walter T. Sumner of the Cathedral of 
SS. Peter and Paul, one of the stanch sup- 
porters of the Inspector, at night said he was 
feeling encouraged in his belief the inspector 
is the victim of a plot by dive keepers. The 
dean was told about stories of a malicious 
turn directed against himself, because of his 
activity in connection with the McCann case. 
He laughed heartily at them. 


McCann Broke Up Levee Ring. 

The Frank brothers, saloonkeepers, who 
are responsible for the most lurid stories of 
grafting in the district, and who have con- 
fessed voluminously to the collection of trib- 
ute, were declared by an attorney acquainted 
with affairs of the under world to have made 
their saloon at West Madison and Halsted 
streets the clearing house for the vice trust 
in its palmy days. 

“All the resort keepers belonged to it,“ he 
said; ‘‘ my clients among the others. They 
met at Frank brothers’ saloon. They wére 
resort keepers and panderers. They con- 
trolled every incident of levee affairs. They 
would not let any new houses in. McCann 
broke up the ring; but the Franks retain 
much of their old prestige, and some say that 
they still represent that they are able to 
‘deliver’ police protection.“ 


Capt. Danner Takes Charge. 

Capt. Max Danner took charge of the Des- 
plaines street division of the police depart- 
ment during the day, acting as inspector 
pending the outcome of Inspector McCann's 
difficulties. The poli€emen and detectives re- 
marked that with the departure of Inspector 
McCann the station seemed quiet.’’ 

It was reported at the federal building dur- 
ing the day that just before his indictment 
Inspector McCann furnished United States 
District Attorney Sims with a list of every 
inmate of resorts in the Desplaines street dis- 
trict with the intention of facilitating the de- 
tection of aliens. The friends of the inspector 
pointed out that such conduct, when recalled, 
would weigh heavily in the inspector's favor. 

A similar list is to be prepared in the South 
Chicago district by Capt. Halpin, under 
orders from Inspector Nicholas Hunt, it is 
said.

Woman Resort Keeper Says 
West Side Vice Ring Gave 
ler This Choice. 
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WCANN JUST.TO ALL. 


Mrs. Plummer Declares She Was 
Forced Into Underworld 
by Ex-Husband. 


Annie Plummer, a resort keeper at 184 
North Peoria street, asserted last evening 
that efforts were made yesterday to get her 
to go before the grand jury to testify against 
Inspector McCann and in support of the as- 
sertions of Louis Frank that the police official 
had levied tribute on the resorts in the west 
side levee. 

She declared that her former husband, Max 
Plummer, who is supporting Frank in his 
graft charges against the police official, told 
her that if she did not do as Frank desired 
she would lie in jail until her trial on indict- 
ments returned against her by the grand 
jury. 

“Ever since Friday,“ she said, ‘*‘ Max 
Plummer has insisted that I should go up 
and tell that I knew that McCann had col- 
lected protection money from resort keepers. 
I told him that I knew of no graft collections 
for McCann and refused to agree to testify. 

‘And I know why Max Plummer is after 
McCann,” she went on, in the resort which 
she conducts. The woman's voice was raised 
almost to a shout that it might be heard above 
the calliope like racket of an old piano and the 
raucous shouts and laughter that floated 
from the parlor ’’ of her place to the kitchen 
where she led her visitor. 


McCann for a Square Deal. 

“Yes, I know why Max Plummer is after 
MecCann,“ she repeated. Because the in- 
spector made him quit beating and robbing 
me; because the inspector stands for a square 
deal for even such women as I am; because 
after Plummer was divorced from me and 
married another woman, McCann wouldn't 
stand for the wretch coming to me and forc- 
ing me to give up every cent I made under 
threat to kill me. That’s why Max Plummer 
is against McCann; that’s why he says Mc- 
Cann is a bad one, that he has got to leave 
the levee and that the resort keepers must 
drown the inspector.” 

The black eyes of the young woman—the is 
only 30—snapped as she continued: 

„And they are trying to drag me into the 
game with the others to down McCann, a man 
against whom I have nothing, know nothing. 
Ever since Friday Max Plummer has been 
calling me up over the telephone and saying 
that I should go up and tell what I know 
about ‘this grafting McCann.’ When I tell 
him that I know nothing, that I never paid 
McCann or knew of any payments to him, 
he says I must do what Frank wants or I will 
get into trouble. 


Plummer Says Obey Frank. 


„This morning my lawyer called me up and 
said I should appear in court with a bonds- 
man; that I had been indicted. I did not 
know what to do. I have no friend in all the 
city to turn to. I called up Max Plummer, 
the man I slaved for for nine years and who 
got every cent I made. He laughed when 
I said I did not want Louis Frank to go on 
my bond, but some one else. 

ou know what to do,’ he said. ‘ You 
get Frank for a bondsman and do what he 
says. If you don’t, you will Wie in jail until 
your trial. I will not help you.’ 

No, I did net go down and I have heard 
nothing more. 
later—maybe I can give a bond myself. I 
will not do what they want me to do. I can- 
not testify against McCann because I should 
tell only lies if I told that I knew he collected 
graft from the resort keepers here. 

J do know that he has made the district 
cleaner than it has been in the seven years 
I have lived here. If any one. paid the police 
graft for this place it was Plummer. He 
took all my money and made all settlements 
for everything that was made. 


Accusers Honest? Never! 

Is it possible thats glummer is on the 
square? No, let me tell’ you my own story, 
how he found me an innocent woman and 
dragged me to this, how he forced me, ill, to 
work for him in places like this, how he 
threatened me with knives and revolversand 
dragged me from city tocity for nine-years 
and finally deserted me for one of the many 
women on whom he squandered the money 
that I earned. 

„Jam an Austrian, born in the little town 
of Kalusz. I was married when only 16 to 
a young man of the same city. I was too 
young and ignorant for a wife and we quar- 
reled. He deserted me and my baby boy. 

“ He fled to England, but I thought he had 
gone to America, and, leaving my child with 
my parents, I sailed for New York. There 
I failed in my search and went to work ina 
sweat shop, where they made lace waists I 
made only enough to live on and send a few 
cents home to my people occasionally. After 
several years the machine work became too 
much for my feet and I could scarcely walk. 

„ decided that I would try to get work in 
a restaurant after I had rested up a few 
days. With the clipping of an advertisement 
I was looking for a restaurant address in a 
street when I first saw Max Plummer. 
Hello,“ he said. 


Goes to Plummer’s Store. 

„% Asked him what he meant by speaking to 
me. He said he thought I was looking for 
some place and perhaps he could direct me. 
He seemed open faced and honest and I told 
him what I was looking for. Then he said 
he had a little grocery in South Brooklyn and 
if I cared to try it I could work for him. I 
went with him to a miserable grocery store. 
I said I didn’t believe the place was large 
enough to need a clerk. Then he said he was 
going to get a larger store and for me to wait 
a week or so and he would give me a good job. 

“JT waited until all my money was gone, 
then he told me he had been bluffing about 
the grocery store, but that he wanted to 

marry me. I had grown to like him and as 1 
nac got a divorce from my first husband 
after I failed to find him in New York, I ac 
cepted Plummer’s offer. 

% We can't be married here,’ he said, ‘J 
want you to go to Philadelphia where all my 
relatives live.’ I was out of money and went 
with him. I saw his relatives but he put off 
our marriage and put k off. Finally I became 
ill. Then he told me the truth. He said he 
was one of those unnamable men who never 
worked and that I should go into a resort and 
work for him. I cried for days; I was dis- 
graced and could no longer go back te my 
friends in New York. 


Neglected in Hospital. 

“TJ had no friends in Philadelphia and no 
money. I did as he told me after he promised 
he would marry me. I worked for the 
wretch for three weeks and he took every 
cent I made. Then I became seriously il) and 
was taken to a hospital, where I lay three 
months. Did he come near? Not once and 
never so much as sent me an orange. But 
three weeks after I was out I was working 
tor this man again. 

“We went to Pittsburg, where Plummer 
opened a resort. We were married there, too. 
He got sick aud I nursed him back to health. 
He asserted then that I was his only sweet- 
heart and that he never would forget my 
kindness. 

“With a few dollars that I had saved we 
went to Homestead, Pa., and opened a cigar 
gtand. He made me continue to go to resorts 
and attend to the cigar „too. Imade 
$1,500 there and with this money we went 
to Swissville, Pa., and bought a grocery 
store. Plummer would not attend to business 
and this was a failure. He squandered most 
of the money on women and falled for $2,000,

Then I noticed that he became meaner 
and meaner. He would beat me and kick 
me. The police were called to the house 
time after time to quiet the disturbances he 
made. : 

„Several times I had to go to a. doctor to 
have the injuries treated after he beat and 
kicked me.

SUE A WAUKEGAN PRIEST _ 
IN FEUD WITH HIS FLOCK. 
Attorneys Said to Be Representing the 


Catholic Bishop of Chicago Seek to 
Recover $3,000. 


As an outcome of the row in Sf. Bartholo- 
mew's Catholic Lithuanian church at Wau- 
kegan, wherein many members of the con- 
gregation have revolted against the pastor, 
Father Joseph Staskiewicz, a suit was filed 
in Waukegan by the law firm of Thompson 
& Belasco of Chicago—said to be acting for 
the Catholic bishop of Chicago—to recover 
about $3,000 from Father Staskilewies and 
Joseph Jaselmas, which, it is alleged, they 
have deposited in their names at the Security 
Savings bank. 

Parishioners have complained that Father 
Staskiewicz was using the basement of the 
church for the purpose of holding raffles 
which netted him over $20a week. Accord- 
ing to a statement made last night by Attor- 
ney Daniel Belasco the priest also has been 
collecting considerable money for church 
purposes, but the money has been deposited 
to his individual account, so that now when 
an effort is being made to oust the father 
neither the congregation nor Archbishop 
Quigley can get the funds. 

The money belongs to the church, and 
we are seeking to recover it,’’ said Mr. Be- 
lasco. 

The hostilities have been going on for 
some time, but culminated last Sunday when 
policemen were placed on guard at the doors 
and three Chicago attorneys are said to 
have stood at the door when the congrega- 
tion arrived and demanded 10 cents from 
each person who entered. Many of the peo- 
ple refused to go into the church, and later 
they held a massmeeting at which they are 
said to have voted in favor of sending a for- 
mal protest to Archbishop Quigley.

Mr. Mitten’s reply showed how the wages 
of the Chicago City railway company had 
risen from a little over 22 cents an hour in 
1901 to a fraction less than 27 cents at the 
present time. 

Mr. Mitten afterward declared it was im- 
possible for him to anticipate the action of the 


board. 

“These tables I have prepared show that 
the street car men are not in a bad way,” he 
ald. They show that our men are getting 
$70 a month on the average, no matter how 
long or how recent they have been with us. 

„It also is shown that the men are not 
required to work long hours; at least they are 
not overworked. I believe our employés are 
in a pretty healthy condition. Why, some of 
our empleyés get as high as $100 a month; 
conductors and motormen, I mean.“

SOLVE SARATOGA MYSTERY. 


Buttons Destroyed, but Body Identi- 
fied as That of Westerner.

Telegraphic communication with Los An- 
geles confirmed the belief that the suicide 
was Woelke, who, it appears, worked as a 
drug salesman for the Owl Drug company of 
that city. While employed there he confided 
to fellow workers that his wife was living 
in the east. 

Hussman left Los Angeles last October, 


by the drug firm. Hussman knew nothing 
about Woelke other than he was a customer 
of the tailoring company. 


Suicide’s Unusual Precautions. 
Woelke went to the hotel about 6 o’clock 
Saturday night, paid for his room after he 
had registered as E. Wilson, city,’’ and 
told the clerk he did not want to leave a call.

Sunday night by employés they could not find 
any bottle which had contained carbolic acid, 
the poison used by Woelke, but they found 


a bottle partly filled with beer near the bed 
on, whieh the body was found, fully dressed. 


| Woelke had cut his name from his hat band, 


linen, and clothing. 

He also had scraped the address of the 
Gus Berry company off the buttons of his 
clothing, but failed to cut away the name on 
the button. Hussman read of the name 
being found on the button and went to Rols- 
ton's last night, where he identified the body. 

The police are puzzled as to what betame 
of the bottle which contained the poison 
and they have been unable to find the pieces 
of the Masonic receipts which bore his name, 
lodge number, and the secretary's name. 


Drag Lagoon for Body.

Van Sicklen the way it should be I would be 
saying hard things of him. What he has said 
is absolutely untrue. And I am quite sure 
that if the opposing attorney knew the cir- 
cumstances of the case he would not attempt 
to continue it.’’ 

Justice Keiser announced that the case had 
taken a new turn and that he would not ren- 
der a decision until Wednesday. 

The courtroom was crowded and at one 
point during the trial Justice Keiser asked 
four men to get up and give their seats to 
women.

JUDSON WOULD CUT STUDIES 


U. of C. President Declares Too 
Much Time Is Wasted. 


STANDS FOR FREE THOUGHT. 


Iustitution's Policy Also Applies to 
Divinity Classes. 


Pointed criticism of grammar and high 
school methods is made by Harry Pratt 
Judson, president of the University of Chi- 
cago, in his annual report, made public in 
full for the first time yesterday. According 
to Dr. Judson, altogether too much time is 
given to the work of both the elementary 
and secondary schools. 

In the elementary school,“ he says, from 
one to two years ought to be saved by proper 
adjustment of work and proper training. at 
is also worthy of consideration whether an 
adequate secondary school course, providing 
all necessary preparation for college admis- 
sion, cannot be secured in three years rather 
than in four. 

“The present work of the secondary 
schools tends to be too scattering. A student 
is not likely to carry any one subject far 
enough to have a firm grasp of it. If stu- 
dents studied fewer things and studied those 
things longer they might be better fitted to 
take up college work. l 


Attitude on Divinity Sehool. 


“If such reforms could be secured the col- 
lege problem would also be solved, as in that 
case the secondary school should cover the 
work now done in the first two college years.” 

In his comments on the university's divin- 
ity school which has been the target of at- 
tacks by the Rev. Johnston Myers and others. 
he makes it clear that the theological! depart- 
ment has stood for what he calls the uni- 
versity idea of broadness. 

He cites the action taken by a commission 
in March, 1907: 

„It was plain to the commission that for 
the future there are two possibilities which 
may reasonably be considered as open for the 
conduct of the divinity school,” he says. 
“One of these is to make it wholly a Bap- 
tist school. In that case, the school should be 
transferred entirely to the Baptist theolog- 


ical union. 

„On the other hand, if the school is to re- 
main a branch of the university, conducted 
largely by university funds, it must be in 
every respect a university school. This im- 
plies that it must be carried on in accordance 
with university ideals of freedom of investi- 
gation and teaching; that all its classes be 
open, as in fact is now the case, to students 
of all forms of religious faith; and that its 
faculty be recruited from the ablest scholars. 


Trustees Favor Free Thought. 


“ After due consideration of these ques- 
tions the board of tru of the theological 
union unanimously voted that in its judg- 
ment the second alternative should be foi- 
lowed. 


„It will be seen that if these principles are 
carried out in their full spirit the divinity 
sehoo! is primarily Baptist only in the sense 
that it is a contribution by the Baptist 
churches to the cause of theological thought, 
irrespective of church lines. 

‘‘Inasmuch as the primary purpose of any 
divinity school is to provide for the ministry 
in some urch, it is the opinion 
of the president that the first of the alterna- 
tives above mentioned would be preferebie,

Prefer a Chicagoan. 

One member of the board said the number 
of candidates who really remain in the race 
has dwindled down to four or five and that 
they are Chicagoans.

Was Only in “State of Para- 
noia” and Never a Para- 
noiac, Expert Says. 


JEROME OFFERS MYSTERY 
Pica Move by District Attor- 


ney Adds New Angle to 
Noted Case.

White Plains, N. T., July 26.—[{Special.]— 
The groundwork of an entirely new defense 
for Harry K. Thaw was laid by his counsel 
today before Justice Mills of the Supreme 
court upon the resumption of the proceed- 
ings to free the slayer of Stanford White 
from the Matteawan asylum, when Thaw's 
eourtsel had Dr. Britton D. Evans, alienist, 
differentiate between a paranoiac state and 
chronic paranoia. 

The alienist, who during the first trial of 
Thaw for the murder of White, earned the 
eognomen of Brain storm Evans,“ stated 
emphatically that there was no more simi- 
larity between the two phases of mental trou- 
ble than there was between persimmone and 
pumpkins; that a paranoic state might de- 
fall anybody and yet be subject to curative 
measures. 

From statements that Mr. Morschauser, 
Thaw’s counsel, let drop after today’s ses- 
gion of the court had been adjourned, it ap- 
peared that when the final issue of the pres- 
ent case is presented to the presiding jus- 
tice the claim will be made that Harry Thaw 
was suffering from a paranoic state of mind 
when he took the life of Stanford ‘White, but 
that after treatment at the state asylum 
all traces of this temporary affliction of the 
intellect had disappeared and that he now is 
mentally sound. 

Jerome Springs a Mystery. 

The launching of this new theory of the 
defense was Gone in the face of circumstances 
which might be considered unfavorable. Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome, who had returned 
from his vacation, had listened to the plea 
of Attorney General O’Marfey that he go 
to the court at White Plains and lend his as- 
sistance to the sadly hampered deputy at- 
torney general, who is conducting the case, 
and was present at the opening of this morn- 
ing’s session. 

One of the first things the district a ey 
did today was to produce a myst in a 
most unexpected fashion. At the begin- 
ning of the afternoon session he called tothe 
stand Clifford W. Hartridge, one of Thaw's 
counsel in the first trial for murder, in order 
that he might have marked for identifica- 
tion in the present suit some of the papers 
Hartridge possessed as relics of the former 
action. 3 

Hartridge came upon the subpoena unwill- 
ingly: He is still a plaintiff in a civil action 
against Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw to recover 
what he claims to be a just recompense for 
his services as counsel in the first trial 

After Jerome had asked the witness 
whether he had any reports relative to 
Thaw's mental condition which might have 
been made by Dr. Evans, acting as an alienist 
in behalf of Thaw, and Hartridge had an- 
swered that he had, Jerome asked: 

Have you anything else—something more 
tangible. I want to know if you have any 
hypodermic needles or other instruments of 
any kind-that might have been handed to you 
by a third ty in no way connected with 
the trial of Harry Thaw for murder? 


Admits Having Instrument. 

Vigorous objection was entered by Thaw’s 
counsel which called for an explanation by 
Jerome. He told the court that during the 
firet trial of Thaw he had gained possession 
of facts which tended to show that the de- 
fendant was addicted to a habit necessitat- 
ing the use of surgical instruments and tha’ 
through a certain source he had learned that 
such instruments or instrument had been 
given to Hartridge by a person in no way 
* eonnected with the trial. 

Hartridge seemed to be reluctant to answer 
Jerome’s question, but Justice Mills admon- 
ished him that he must answer. He ad- 
mitted he had in his grip one instrument he 
had obtained in a manner indicated by the 
district attorney. Upon further question- 
ing he said that a woman named Susie Mer- 
rill and another woman whose last name he 
Temembered as Wallace. had been present 
when this thing had been given.to him. 
Jerome asked him to submit the article in 
question to be marked for identification. 

Justice Mills ruled that whatever Hart- 
ridge might have in his grip must be wrapped 
up so as to prevent revelation before it was 
entered as evidence. The lawyer witness re- 
tired with his yellow leather bag to the ante- 
room for a few minutes. and returned witha 
bundle wrapped in a newspaper. The bundle 
was fully two feet long and a foot in width. 
What it contained Jerome himself did not 
say that he knew, although he hinted that it

mic syringe.

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any decrease in prices, but the prevention 
of the monopolization of industries. 

As a general proposition this is a valuable 
desideratum, but the changes made do not 
assure . Wool is a shining example of the 


intents and purposes, this schedule has been 
left as it is in the existing.law, in spite of the 
crying need for modification, admitted by 
members of the senate and house. The same 
is true of other schedules. 

It will be possible for the conferees and for 
the government department to make a state- 
ment showing numerous reductions below 
the existing rates, and it will be possible also 
for them to report, if they will, an accurate 
statement giving the numerous increases 
that have occurred. In the matter of farm 
products no one has suggested that any 
additional protection was required; yet it has 
been given. 


Blinders on Farmer’s Bridle. 

In other words, to quote a mia..e western 
member, blinders have been placed upon 
the farmer's bridle to prevent the discovery 
of changes which would be condemned. This 
is precisely the situation with respect to other 
matters, with a different class of consumers 
in the position of the horse. 

Under the circumstances, no expectation 
need be entertained that the president will 
veto the bill. Indeed, he has been apprised of 
the agreements the conferees have made from 
time to time, and gince the dinner at the 
White house last week he has been fully ex- 
pectant of final arrangement along the lines 
which then practically were agreed upon. 

What has been holding up the report has 
been the attitude of the senators from Wyom- 
ing, Montana, Idaho and Utah, all strong 
men who have been regular as Republicans 
and who feel they are entitled to as much 
consideration as representatives of eastern 
manufacturing states have received. 

Senator Warren fears the hide industry is 
in serious danger in consequence of the pro- 
posed removal of duty. Through an inde- 


pendent source, he has obtained figures to 


show that the Chicago packers do not con- 
trol this industry. The packers, he says, 


never have had a lobbyist in Washington, 


and never have written him or any one else, 
so far as he knows, in regard to hides. 

The output in the United States aggregates 
19,500,000 hides, of which number Swift & 
Co. tan 688,251, Morris & Co. 377,132, and Ar- 
mour & Co. 336,277, a total of 1,351,659, or 
about 7 per cent of the entire amount. Cud- 
ahy and other firms sell their hides to tan- 


ners, 
Range Senators in Gloom. 

Warren has told the president and the con- 
ferees that the proposition to remove the 
duty on hides and not to do so on boots and 
shoes is absolutely unfair in view of the ex- 
pressed willingness of the boot and shoe man- 
ufacturers of New England to agree to trans- 
fer these articles to the free list in exchange 
for free hides. 

A meeting of the eight range senators was 
held today, but the atmosphere was heavy 
with defeat and the only recourse left to them 
is to carry the fight to the floor of the senate. 
In the meantime, it is expected that the presi- 
dent will continue to apply pressure upon 
Senators Warren and Carter and their sup- 
porters to induce them to swing into line. 

Industries well taken care of in the measure 
undoubtedly will use their influence through 
local interests in the range states. The fact 
must not be forgotten that sheep constitute 
an exceedingly important industry in these 
same states and if the conference report 
were to be rejected the chances are strong 
that the wool schedule would be ripped wide 
open and be made to conform to existing con- 
@itions. Consequently, it is expected that 
Warren and the other senators who have 
suffered from the action of the conferees wil! 
register their votes in favor of the adoption of 
the report. 

Inisurgents’ Course Problematical. 

As to the insurgent senators, their course is 
problematical. Senator Bristow found today 
that the president believed in the kind ofa 
revision he had advocated upon the floor of 
the senate, but the Kansas statesman does 
not expect the conference report to be what 
he desires. The chances are that Bristow, 
La Follette, and Clapp will vote against the 
bill, and that three or four other insurgents 
will vote for it. The remainder are doubtful. 

As to the house, it is the genera! expectation 
that it will adopt the report. Before it acts it 
will pass a rule governing its conduct which 
will contain a provision preventing a point of 
order from lying against the report because 
of the reduction of rates on boots and shoes 
and leather products below the lowest rates 
adopted by the house and senate. 

Representative Dwight of New York, the 
Republican whip, was in conference this 
morning with the president, and gave him 

satisfactory assurances as to the result of the 
presentation of such a rule. 

The anti free raw material representatives 
yheld a meeting in the morning in the room of 
Representative Gaines of West Virginia, and 
while they announced subsequently that they 
still were full of fight, it is evident they are 
trying to save their faces and will vote grace- 
fully for the adoption of the report. 


WORK OF CONFEREES. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

Washington, D. C., July 26.—Hides will be 
put on the free list if boots and shoes and 
other manufactures of leather are reduced 
below the rates fixed by the house bill. Unless 
the advocates of free hides are able to carry 
out this bargain the whole program is to be 
called off. A decision to this effect was 
reached by the tariff conferees today. 

If for any reason, parliamentary or other- 
wise, anything should occur to upset the 
plan to give the conferees jurisdiction to 
adopt rates lower than those named by eſther 
the house or the senate, the conference com- 
mittee is holding what is regarded as a 
trump card in reserve. This provides for 
the preparation of a conference report put- 
ting hides on the free list and reducing the 
rates on shoes and other leather manufac- 
tures. 

The report, it is said, then would be pre- 
sented to President Taft, with the statement 
that the conferees had not been able to mus- 
ter sufficient votes to assure its adoption, 
and it would devolve upon the president to 
procure the necessary support for the pro- 
gram. In the event of failure, according to 
promoters of this suggestion, the conferees 
would submit a report placing a small duty 
on hides And the house rates on leather. The 
president would be asked to get the neces- 
sary votes in the house to insure the passage 
of such @ program by that body. 

Few of the conferees believe it will be in- 
eumbent upon them to resort to such tactics.

Government Will Try to Find 
Additional Means of Mak- 
ing Print Paper. 


TESTS OF OTHER WOODS. 


Madison, Wis., Base of Forestry 
Experts’ Experiments on 
Pine and Hemlock. 


Washington, D. C., July 26.—[{Special.J— 
Spurred on by Representative James R. Mann 
of Chicago, who is now the recognized wood 
Pulp and paper expert of congress, the gov- 
ernment is about to attempt to find new 
methods and materials for making white 
print paper. 

It is believed the country is facing a crisis 
in regard to its paper production and that in 
a few years the price of white print paper will 
have climbed to a point ruinous to publishers. 
Especially will this be the case if Canada and 
its provinces see fit to impose export duties 
and restrictions on the sale of its spruce wood. 

Congressman Mann has studied the matter 
carefully, and has reached the conclusion that 
it is up to the government to discover and dis- 
close to the paper manufacturers means for 
stemming the tide setting in on account of 


the growing scarcity of spruce timber in the | 


United States. 
Experts to Test Timbers. 


As the result of a conference he had with 
Chief Forester Gifford Pinchot, forestry ex- 
perts will be sent to Wisconsin at once to 
make exhaustive experiments with pine, 
hemlock, and other woods common to this 
country with a view to finding a method of 
turning them into a suitable pulp from which 
paper can be manufactured. Spruce is the 
only wood that print paper manufacturers 
ever have been able to use for their product, 
It is asserted that Bpruce in the United States 
is so scarce that were the supply of pulp wood 


at present imported from Canada cut off for 


one year, the price of print paper would rise 
50 per cent. 

Efforts to grind pine, fir, hemlock, poplar, 
and other woods into suitable pulp have 
failed. Either a pulp too fine for conversion 
into paper has been produced or the grinding 
stones have been put out of commission by 
gum and other substances. Not a manufac- 
turer has endeavored to use any other method 
than the sprucewood method in. reducing 
other woods to paper king material. 

With $10,000 appropriated by congress at 
its disposal, the forestry bureau is prepared 
to start a line of work which Congressman 
Mann believes will lead to a solution of the 
problem which confronts the paper industry. 


Paper Maker Furnishes Outfit. 

George F. Steele, president of the Con- 
solidated Paper company of Great Falls, took 
part in the conference Mann held with Pin- 
chot and agreed to turna pulp grinding outfit 
over to the forestry experts. 

It will be possible to make pulp from pine at 
a cost of $3 per ton as against $11 per ton 
with spruce. Such a reduction would lead to 
independence from Canada. 

The base of the forestry bureau operations 
will be located at Madison, Wis., where the 


bureau recently has cotperated with the 


University of Wisconsin in establishing a 
forestry. laboratory. 

A $10,000 appropriation also has been placed 
at the disposal of the bureau of plant indus- 
try of the department of agriculture to prose- 
cute the study of products other than wood 
from which paper may possibly be manu- 
factured. For the present this will be de- 
voted mainly to an investigation of the corn 
stalk. “ ' 


READERS GET WHAT THEY ASK, 
SAYS DEAN, DEFENDING PRESS 


Shailer Mathews Declares Newspapers 
Print What Public Wants and That 
Headlines Are Biggest Factors. 


Chautauqua, N. T., July 26.—[{Special.}]— 
Just what the public wants to get in its news- 
papers it gets, according to Dean Shaller 
Mathews of the University of Chicago Di- 
vinity school, who answered some critics of 
the press in a lecture on modern socia! con- 
ditions at the Chautauqua assembly today. 

“The rank and file of editors and publish- 
ers don’t want to do that which the publiv 
doesn't want them to do,” said Ur. Mathews 
emphatically. |‘ They are only too eager to 
do what the public wants them to do. They 
print what their readers want to see in print. 
The public has it all in its own hands. 

The only way to control the yellow jour- 
nals ig to make them unprofitable. - Just as 
long as the public shows by its support that it 
wants them, just so long will they exist. 
Just as long as it pays torun yellow journals 
they will be run. Again, it is up to the public. 

The press shapes public opinion, but let 
me impress it upon you that it shapes the 
popular mind more by its headlines than by 
its editorials. If I were offered any po- 
sition of influence I wanted on a great news- 
paper I should say: ‘Let who will write 
the editorials; I want to write the headlines.’ 
A paper's greatest influence lies in the way 
it handles the news.“ 

There was lots of graft In the old days, 
Dr. Mathews believes. 

“It took Pericles and graft to build the 
Parthenon,“ he said. ‘ Those fine old public 
buildings of Greece would, of course, require 
investigating committees nowadays. But 
ttrey didn't bother with investigating com- 
mittees in those days. 


U. S. GOVERNMENT TO INSIST 
ON SETTLEMENTS BY PANAMA. 


Republic’s Indifference to Demands for 
Justice Angers State Department— 
Attack on Officers Still Unexplained. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—-Panama's at- 
titude in failing to take proper notice of the 
maltreatment of American citizens within 
her borders during the last two years and 
a half has irritated the United States gov- 
ernment to the point of insisting upon the 
prompt settlement of these cases to the sat- 
isfaction of the state department. 

Apparently reliable testimony showing un- 
provoked assaults and rough treatment of 
American citizens, including naval officers 
has been presented to the Panama govern- 
ment with a view of obtaining proper apology 
punishment of the offenders, compensation 
for injury or death, and police reform, but 
all to no purpose. Only the most unsatis- 
factory replies have been received from 
Panama. ö 

On four different occasions Americans have 
suffered at the hands of Panamanians and 
in none-of these cases has this government 
been able to obtain any satisfaction from 
Panama. One instance cited was that of 
several American officers of the cruiser Co. 
lufhbia, in uniform, who were arrested in 
Colon on June 1, 1906, without sufficient 
cause, it is alleged.

URGES WAR ON TREE PESTS 


City Forester Explains How to 
Destroy Eggs of Tussock Moth. 


TELLS OF INSECT’S HABITS. 


Larva Is One of the Most Beautiful 
Caterpillars in America. 


A bulletin aiming toward a timely fight 
against a destructive moth was issued yes- 
terday by Jacob H. Prost, city forester. 

Frequent complaints have been made to 
him of the ravages of the caterpillar of the 
white marked tussock moth. The bulletin 
described the history and the activities of 
the moth and the best method of exterminat- 
ing it. 

Mr. Prost recomended spraying with arsen- 
ate of lead the leaves of trees and shrub- 
bery attacked by the pest. He warns the 
public against ready-to-apply tree dopes 
and curealls,“ explaining that spraying is 
not necessary to growth and development and 
should be resorted to only when conditions 
become serious. 


Feeds on Leaves of Trees. 


Part of his description of the insect and its 
habits follows: 

“* When the larva of this insect is fully 
developed it is one of the most beautiful of 
our caterpillars. It is easily recognized by 
its bright red. head, velvety black back bor- 
dered with yellowish stripes. 

Four conspicuous tufts of cream colored 
hair are found growing straight up on the 
back and a pair of long black pencil-lika 
plumes extend forward from the head at an 
angle from the body and a single one extends 
back from the posterior end of the body. 

When first hatched the larve migrate to 
the under side of the leaves, where they feed 
upon the green matter of the leaf. When 
they are about four weeks old they begin to 
spin cocoons in whigh the insect changes to 
the adult stage. : 

The male adult is a brown colored moth 
with two pairs of wings. The female is a 
sluglike moth without wings. Soon after 


emerging from the pupa the female deposits 


eggs on the empty cocoons. The eggs begin 
to hatch the following spring about the lat- 
ter part of May and June.“ 


How to Destroy the Pest. 


His suggestions for fighting the pest follow: 

Citizens can do a great deal individually 
by destroying the larve at this time of the 
year and the egg masses later in the fall. 
This can easily be accomplished by crushing 
the pupa hidden in the cocoon and by gath.- 
ering the egg masses and burning them. The 
crushing can be done by poking a stick 
against the conspicuous cocoons or by using 
long poles where the cocoons are up in the 
trees. This perhaps is.the most simple and 
economical method of combating this pest. 
Where a tree has been cieared of the egg 
masses and caterpillars, reinfestation may, 
in a great measure, be prevented by placing a 
band of cotton batting around the trunk, for 
the insect can only spread while in the larve 
stage.”

Mrs: Rose Bemis, widow of Henry v. 
Bemis, died of dropsy yesterday at the resi- 
dence of George Dickinson, 2448 South Park 
avenue. She was 70 years old and had been 
ili more than a year. She was born in Vir- 
ginia and moved to Chicago, where she was 
married. 

Her husband, after he had established the 
Hotel Richelieu-and furnished it richly with 
the profits of his former business, the Bemis- 
McAvoy Brewing company, was popularly 
known as the cardinal.“ 

The hotel was renowned for its elaborately 
served dinners and banquets and for its old 
wines.

A stiff wind, blowing in puffs and at a 
velocity as high at times as twenty miles an 
hour. caused the postponbment of the ex- 
pected trial and all that Wright attempted 
was a brief flight without a passenger in 
order to show the president that the aero- 
plane really could fly and to avoid disap- 
pointment for the great crowd. 

The notable thing about this flight was 


that it embodied the first deviation from 


the Wrights’ hitherto unvarying rule of 
obeying their own judgment. rather than 
anybody's curiosity or pleAding.

SPANISH STRIKE AGAINST WAR 


Martial Law Declared in Barde 


lona When Workers Quit. 


RAILROAD TRACK TORN UP. 


Moors Flock to Melilla; Gen. Marina 
Is Deposed. : 


MADRID, July 26.—A general strike was 
declared in Barcelona today as a protest 
against the Spanish-Morocean war. The 
government replied by proclaiming a state of 
siege, which is equivalent to martial law. 

The following is the official explanation of 
why martial law was proclaimed today: 

“The workmen and democratic organiza- 
tions in Catalonia province were forbidden 
to hold meetings protesting against the war 
in Morocco, and this morning at Sabadelie, a 
town ten miles northwest of Barcelona, a 
general strike was declared. 


Track Torn Up; Train Returns. 
„The workmen made manifestations in the 
streets, cut the telegraph wires and surround- 
ed the station, preventing a train from leav- 
ing Barcelona. The mounted civil guard, 
after firing their revolvers in the air, suc- 


‘ceeded in clearing the station, and the train 


left, but it was obliged to return as the track 
was torn up outside the city. 

„ Simultaneously a general strike began at 
Barcelona. In view of the seditious charac- 
ter of the movement, a state of siege was de- 
clared. and the movement will be energet- 
ically suppressed.“ 

Gen. Sanchez, military governor of Gra- 
nada, has been named to replace Gen. Marina, 
in command at Melilla. 

It is estimated that the number of Moors 
killed in recent battles around Melilla is 2,000. 
Today a commissary detachment bound for 
the outposts was attacked and forced to re- 
turn. Nine of the Spaniards were wounded. 

Quartermasters “Asleep” at Fight. 

HENDAYE, Frence, July 26-Maii advices 
received here taday Madrid say that 
the quartermaster’s ee during the fight- 
ing outside of Melilla July 28 was defective. 
The troops at the front y ran out 
of ammunition and were forced to fall back. 
The battery was ugeless and momentarily 
fell into the hands ofthe enemy. Only the 
bravery of the men, who fought with bayo-

More Moors Rush to Melilla. 

ALHUCEMAS, Morocco, July 26.—Twelve 
thousand Moors are reported to have left 
this region to join the tribesmen in front of 
Melilla, where trenches are being built along 
the heights. Reports of a Spanish defeat and 
the loss of three guns are being circulated 
among the tribesmen. The Marabouts are 

inflaming fanaticism by preaching a holy 
war. 

Moors Think They See Victory. 

ORAN, Algeria, July 26—Native advices 
received here say that the Riff tribes consider 
the campaign now going on a complete defeat 
for the Spanish forces; whom they have 
forced back to, Melilla. It is reported that 
one of the tribes captured one hundred Span- 
iards, whom they tortured.

Mob Repulses Police, 

The police charged the crowd again and 
again, but were repulsed. State troops were 
called out, and a number of volleys were 
fired in the air, without effect. Some mem- 
bers of the mob erected a barricade on one 
of the side streets, and shots were ex- 
changed between them and the soldiers. Six 
mounted gendarmes and two foot policemen 
were wounded. A 4 year old boy, a member 
of the lower class; is said to have been 
killed. 

Considerable American property was de- 
stroyed and two Americans wounded. The 
Americans have asked the American consul- 
ate for protection. The names of the Amer- 
icans wounded are thought to be W. H. Her- 
ton and H. Murphy, though the dispatches 
were so garbled as to make their identity un- 
certain.

Federal Censorship Supposed. 

No press measages have reached this city 
from Guadalajara during the day, although 
commercial business is being transacted as 
usual. This lends color to a rumor that a 
censorship has ee by the fed- 
eral authorities. 

Political speakers who are edeepetenine in 

the interest of Dias and Corral left the city 
in a special train. They were received sul- 
lenly when they arrived at the station in 
Guadalajara, and on their trip to the Del 
| Gado theater, where the meeting was to be 
held. they were hooted and jeered by the 
throngs gathered along the sidewalks.

The automobiles, 
street cars, and carriages in which they rode 
were also stoned, every bit of glass in the 
vehicles being smashed. 


Military Called Out. 

By this time the mob had grown bolder and 
wilder and practically every plate glass win- 
dow in the downtown district was broken.

LONDON, July 26.—The big navy cam- 
paign has won the day, and four additional 
super-Dreadnoughts are to be added to the 
current year’s shipbuilding program. 

Reginald McKenna, first lord. of the ad- 
miralty, officially confirmed this in the house 
of commons today. He said that after an 
anxious and careful examination into the 
shipbuilding conditions of foreign countries 
the government had come to the conclusion 
that it was desirable to take all necessary 
steps to insure the laying down of four ad- 
ditional Dreadnoughts in April, to be com- 
pleted in March, 1912. 

eKenna mentioned that two of the 
battleships on this year’s program would be 
launched during the present year, and that 
of the two big ships to be laid down in No- 
vember the government had decided that one 
should be an improved cruiser, as the ad- 
miralty had plans of cruisers more powerful 
and faster than the Invincible and Indomit- 
able. types. 

He pointed out that, much as he nally 
regretted the necessity, it was incumbent 
on Great Britain to build still faster cruisers 
with which to be better able to capture any 
hostile vessels threatening English com- 
merce. ; 

Asked if Germany had anticipated the Brit- 
ish program or had kept to the understand 
ing as given out the British foreign of- 
fice, Mr: McKen deprecated the compari- 
son. 

He said, bowever, that during the three 
years con the British government had been 
doing its best to restrict the growth of arma- 
ments Germany had laid down eleven lese 
armored ships to Great Britain's icht.

The Chinese foreign board today is unable 
to vouch for Chang Chi Tung's actions and 
fears he will memorialize the throne in favor 
of the original loan agreement. 

The tripartite banks are taking full benetit 
of the influence that the Germans acquired 
over Chang Chi Tung by undermining the 
British and French bankers last March, when 
China accepted a G@man loan of $15:000,000 
for the Yangtse section of the Canton- 
Hankow railway, and are using it for the 
purpose of applying pressure to China's 
structural weakness—namely: her uncodrdi- 
nated bureaus. 

In view of this the result will be either the 
rejection of America’s claim or the dismissal! 
of Chang Chi Tung. Henry P. Fletcher. 
American chargé d'affaires at Peking, today 
warned Sir John N. Jordan, the British min- 
ister at Peking, and also the British bank. 
that the American government will under- 
stand a continuation of pressure on Chang 
Chi Tung to mean that it ig sanctioned by 
Great Britain. 


U. S. NOT APPREHENSIVE.

‘PRESIDENT OF COLOMBIA 
RESIGNS BY CABLEGRAM. 


Reyes Says Majority in New Congress 
Is Against Him—Will Issue Mani- 
testo to People in a Few Days. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

HAMBURG, July 26.—President Rafael 
Reyes of Colombia cabled to Bogota today, 
resigning the presidency of that republic. 

Gen. Reyes, discussing the Colombian sit- 
vation, said the majority in the new congress, 
which assembled July 20, clearly is opposed 
to a ratification of the tripartite treaty be- 
tween Colombia, the United States. and Pan- 
‘ama. Therefore, he said, it would be use- 
Jess for him to retain office when the country 
did not share his views. He believed Acting 
President Holguin, who held the same opin- 
ions as himself, soon would be compelled to 
retire for similar reasons, he said. 

Gen: Reyes added that he regarded Colom- 
bia’s recalcitrancy in refusing to recognize 
the independence of Panama as foolish, as it 
probably will result in the loss of the com- 
pensation which the United States is ready 
to arrange that the new republic should pay. 
He had doné all he could for his country, he 
said There had been two attempts to 
assassinate him. His heaith now is broken 
down, and as his fellow countrymen had 
shown they no longer are willing to support 
him, he hed determined to retire, although his 
term still had four years to run. 

His laconic message to the president of the 
Colombian senate said: 

ah irrevocably resign all future claims to 
the presidency. 

Gen. Reyes will remain in Europe indefi- 
nitely. He will send a manifesto to the Co- 
lombian people in a few days.

USEFUL 10 CONGRESS. 

It is said,that the provision of the sen- 
ate tariff bill empowering the president 
to appoint persons to investigate produc- 
tion and commerce at home and abroad 
has been amended in conference, The 
change made is in striking out the 
sentence about those. persons  collect- 
ing ifformation which would be use“ 
ful to congress in tariff legislation.“ 
The words revolted the house conferees. 
Being standpatters they do not desire 
to have congress informed. The mote 
ignorant it is the easier is it for them to 
get through the kind of tariff they want. 

According to one dispatch the omission 
of those words is a disappointment to the 
president and to others who saw ip them 
the germ of a permanent tariff cdmmis- 
sion. It would be well, no doubt, to have 
the fact that it is Possible to collect in- 
formation which would be of value te 
congress officially recognized, but the 
main point is to get the information. The 
men ‘whom the president is to be author 
ized to appoint. will get that information. 
He will make it part of their duty to do 
so. When obtained, he will take the lib- 
erty of transmitting it to congress, 

Possibly congress would contemptuous- 
ly put fhe information on file, but it would 
appear in the newspapers if it were of 
any interest. If it were to show that the 
cost of production abroad of cotton goods, 
for instance, had been greatly underesti- 
mated, and the cost of production in this 
country greatly overestimated, the result 
being that the protective duties were alto- 
gether too high, there would be a popular 
demand for their reduction. The cotton 
spinners would resist it, but they would 
be overcome finally. 

Intelligent tariff legislation will come in 
time. The United States will not always 
remain behind Germany and one or two 
other European nations in that particular. 
The business men of the country have 
taken up the matter. They will not drop 
it beeause they have failed to get what 
they want this year. 


DANGER IN THE STREET. 
A three year old boy, playing in the 
etreet in front of his home, was killed on 


Sunday. He ran directly in front of an 


approaching street car as be tried to elude 
his pursuer in a game of Nag. There was 


no time to stop the car before the child 


was erusked beneath the wheels. The 
motorman and conductor are reported to 
have cried when they found that tha 
child was dead. It was a natural feeling, 
For such employés are men among men. 
They try to exercise care in the pursuit 
of their daily vocation. When the fats] 
accident comes it unnerves them, as it 
does every one else concerned. 

The weekly bulletin of the health de- 
partment mentions the coroner’s report of 
nine deaths due to injuries received from 
being run down by horses and wagons. 
It describes this as a high record for a 
single week. It urges the need of greater 
care on the part of drivers. The proba- 
bilities are that some allowance must he 
made in this connection also for the care- 
lessness of the pedestrians. There are 
reckless drivers as there are reckless mo- 
tormen. But there are many tight places 
in which a driver finds himself where it 
is impossible for him to check his horses 
or stpp his. wagon in time to avert acci- 
dent. The coroner’s report and the sto.y 
of the playing child alike call attention 
to the constant danger in the street. 

In the case of adults there is always 
the chance that the danger will be noted 
and care taken as it approaches. In the 
case of the child playing heedlessly in the 
street there is a great problem presented. 
The increase in the number of play- 
grounds will help some. But even that 
will not prevent accident where the street 
is the only place for freedom and the 


simple games in which all children de- 


light. The constant watchfulness of 
parents or older children is the only hope 
of safety. ven that sometimes fails to 
protect against the ever present dangers of 
the street, 


WHY NOT MAYOR? 

In 1886 Theodore Roosevelt was willing 
to be mayor of New York City. Why 
should he not be willing now? He has 
been president, but that no more con- 
demns him to political inactivity than it 
did John Quincy Adams. Considerab'e 
‘has been said about his possible election 
to the senate to succeed Senator Depew, 
whose term will expire in 1911. If Mr. 
Roosevelt be willing to accept that office 
he should not look down on the mayor- 
alty. De Witt Clinton resigned a seat iu 
the senate to become mayor of New York. 

The office is one which no man should 
contemn, no matter what high places he 
may have filled. It should appeal to a 
man of Mr. Roosevelt's fighting instincts.

AN UNREASONABLE — 

The indigna tion which has been kindled 
in the otherwise placid and peaceful emo- 
tions of Senator Neon W. Aldrich is 
inexplicable, unfeasonable, and inconsid- 
erate. It is a foreign outcropping from 
an admittedly amiable disposition, It is 
unduly contemptuous of a large element 


of seriously ipclined citizens. Indirectly 


it is an unjust reflection on a large num- 
ber of well behaved, well intentioned, and 
able statesmen. 

Senator Aldrich succumbed to this un- 
usual emotion on being requested to name 
his figure for a series of Chautauqua lec- 
tures. He resented the request. He was 
humiliated by the assumption on the part 
of the lecture firm that he would consider 
for an instant a proposal to lecture on the 
tariff to the assemblies on a Chautauqua 
eireuit. He refused in rage, humiliation, 
and disgust. 

All this is unreasonable and inconsid- 
erate of the senator. It might have been 
excused if the agent of the lecture bureau 
had given him to understand that he was 
wanted for the dime museum circuit or 
for a concession at a summer amusement 
park, If he had been approached with 
a proposition to display himself to gratify 
the curiosity of idle folks wishing merely 
to glance over the celebrity ‘who, to the 
annoyance of Congressman Sereno E. 
Payne, made the tariff, he would have 
been justified in his indignation. He 
would have been applauded if he had set 
the dog on the offending agent. 

To refuse indignantly when asked to 
do as do William Jennings Bryan, Sena- 
tor La Follette, and many other notables 
is not the act of a reasonable man. In a 
way which must be apparent to Mr, 
Aldrich on reflection, it is not a polite 
or kindly act.

Neither the statesmen nor the audiences 
deserved this. The next time the sena- 
tor declines, let him make the excuse that 
affairs of importance prevent him from 
accepting any additional responsibilities, 
Let him proclaim that the offer produces 
in his breast the glow of a gratified van- 
ity, but that circumstances over which he 
has no control stand in the way of his 
undertaking what would be an extremely 
enjoyable task of explaining the merits 
of the New England cotton schedules to 
western consumers. 

Then everybody will feel better. 


VETOING ITEMS. 

President Taft is making a determine 
attempt to cut down appropriations for 
the next fiscal year. His part is to see 
that no inflated department estimates are 
sent to congress, thus giving it an ac- 
ceptable excuse for extravagance. But if 
congress, when it meets in December, 
shall appropriate for purposes not men- 
tioned in the estimates and swell the 
total sum carried by a bill to proportions 
the revenues do not warrant, the presi- 
dent will be helpless. He would not be 
if his veto power were as extensive as 
that of Jefferson Davis when at the head 
of the confederate government. 

The confederate constitution read “ the 
president may approve any appropriation 
and disapprove any other appropriation 
in the same bill.“ The provision was 
drafted by men who while in public life 
at Washington had seen presidents prac- 
tically forced to sign appropriation bills 
some of whose items richly deserved 4 
veto, and they decided to give their Dresi- 
dent a freer hand. 

Whether congress could be induced ta 
submit an amendment which would 
strengthen the veto power and the control 
of the president over appropriations is a 
question. Yet it is an amendment which, 
if submitted, would be ratified. Nowhere 
would there be opposition to so whole. 
some an addition to the constitution.

Scarcely less remarkable is the golden 
cascade. so called from the fact that the im- 
mense flight of steps down which the Water 
flows to the sea is richly gilded. When all 
the fountains, cascades, and waterfalis are 
filuminated at night by electricity, as they 
are during the sojourn of the emperor and 
empress at Peterhag, the entire scene can 
be compared only to fairyland. The latter,

The women are 
‘depicted im every variety of picturesque at- 
titude and national costume; and one cannot 
but admire the inventive genius of the artist 
in giving different expositions and expres- 
sions to so many faces. One pretty 1 is 
knitting, another embroidering, a third peeps 
from behind a curtain, a fourth gazes ex- 
pectantly from a window, a fifth leans over 
the back of a chair, as if listening to her 
sweetheart; and so on throughout tif® entire 
800 pictures, not one resembling: another, 
either in pose or in feature. 

The palace comprises, besides. an enor- 
mous theater and a Byzantine chur¢hj which 
literally glitters with jewels; the candle- 
sticks, the communion plate, and the icons 
are all of solid gold, incrusted with diamonds. 
rubies, and emeralds; While the christening 
font, whieh has been used the baptism 
of most of the children of the czar, is a huge

Making C sae Shirts

waist Une. Decide on the number of yards 
you wish your skirt around the bottom. Place 
the front line or fold of the front gore on the 
paper. Spread the gores apart until you 
have them as you wish. 
Try to have them meet at the hip lines if 
possible, but if your skirt is to be wide at 
the bottam you may have to lap the gores a 
t Se from the waist line to the hip line. The 
spaces between the gores represent the rip- 
ples of the circular skirt. Allow six inches 
on each center back seam at the hips, for 
the inverted plait, let“this addition taper to 
four inches at the waist line.

Beds and Borders. 


Beds and borders should be gone over care- 
fully_with the hoe.

The solution should 
be given by being soaked in the soll around 
them. To make the solution use two ounces 
of the nitrate to five gallons of the water. 
This will give the plants new strength, make 
the coloring more vivid and the stems longer.

Will Test Motor Cars. ; 

Extensive tests of motor cars for passenger 
service are being made by the Rock Island 
railroad. Cars of six distinct types will be in 
service on various parts of the system in a 
few days. 

An order has just been placed for a gasoline 
motor car of the McKeen type, which has 
been tried out by the Union Pacific for branch 
line service. A gasoline-electric car built by 
the Genera] Electric company, which has 
made trial runs on sevéral of the eastern 
roads, will arrive at the La Salle street sta- 
tion in a few days and will be given a rigid 
dest. 

Tuo Ganz steam motor cars have been 
used in the southwest for about a year, and 
two small ae motor cars, a Faiybanks- 
Morse and a Stover, are being utilized for 

local service on short branch lines or for in- 
spection. 

The McKeen and General Electric cars are 
full sized passenger coaches of all steel con- 
struction. The latter is operated directly by 
an electric motor, which in turn is impelled 
by the gasoline engine. 

The McKeen car is fifty-five feet long and is 
operated by a 200-horsepower gasoline engine. 
It is built with a pointed end to reduce wind 
resistance, and the windows are round like 
the portholes of a ship, said to be dustproof. 
This car was designed by W. R. McKeen, 
-_former general superintendent of motive 
power of the Union Pacific. 

Cars of this type are now being operated by 


En or built for twenty-two railroads in various 


parts of the country. One being tried by the 
Erie is expected in Chicago this week.

Reviewers Pry Into Estates. 

The board of review spent most of the day 
prying into estates. It found a few cases 
where the assessment could be increased 
against an estate, but in the majority of 
cases it was discovered that the property 
had been distributed. Trustees eArthur 
Jones and Chauncey Keep of the Marshall 
Field estate were called in to show why the 
assessment of $10,000,000 should not be in- 
creased, but they did not appear. The com- 
plaint was passed over temporarily], and an- 
other notice will be sent to the trustees. If 
they do not respond to the second notice the 
board: of review will pass upon the value of 
the estate without their assistance. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer succeeded in getting rid 
of an assessment of $7,500, of which $2,500 
was penalty. It was explained that the es- 
tate of Potter Palmer is assessed at $731,000 
for the personal property, and of this amount 
the taxes on $148,000 comes out of Mrs. 
Palmer’s share of the income. It was said 
he has no personal property in thiscounty. 

Personalty of the estate of F. S. Winston 
had beeen valued at $450,000 by the asses- 
sors, but upon representations of the ad- 
ministrators the board of review reduced it 
to $208,204. According to the figures given 
to the reviewers, the estate has $350,000 
worth of real estate and $542,000 of personal 
property, but of the latter $333,886 is in cap- 
ital stock of Illinois corporations. 


Assessed on $5,000 Cash. 

The estate of David Burr was found to have 
$5,000 cash and was assessed on that amount. 
The board of assessors assessed the estate of 
Jennie Behm at $300, but when W. W. Wyne- 
koop, the upposed executor, came in, he said 
there was no such estate, and the amount 
was stricken off. 

When the estate of Sarah J. Dunham was 
probated about a year ago, there was nearly 
$500,000 of taxable personal property, but the 
executors converted $387,000 of the bonds into 
stock in lllinois corporations, leaving only 
$103,342 that the reviewers could levy ap 
assessment on. 

In the case of the F. R. Otis estate, which 
was assessed at $75,000, it was shown that 
most of the money had been converted into 
real estate, except that which has been dis- 
tributed, and the assessment on the personal 
property was cut to $3,560. The estate pays 
taxes on about $8,000,000 of Chicago realty. 

The assessors thought thgt Mrs. Dora Mil- 
ler as executrix of the estate of her husband, 
Max Miller, should pay taxes on $1,750. Mrs. 
Miller complained that she has only $50 
worth of property, has to work to support her 
seven children, and lives in a basement, and

In answer to a call for some representative 
of the estate of the late Michael C. Mc- 
Donald to show why the estate should 
not be assessed more than $7,000, Dennis 
Colberg advised the reviewers that the estate 
holds $169,000 of the bonds of the Lake street 
elevated road, but owes about $150,000 to 
banks for borrowed money.

Fifth Avenue Property Will Be 
Used as Site for Shirt and 
Collar Company. 


‘A landmark on the west side for more than 
@ quarter of a century, known as the Far- 
well house at the northeast corner of Hal- 
sted street and Jackson boulevard, was the 
subject of an interesting transaction yester- 
day.

SAVING OF $72,542 
IN STREET LIGHTS 


Use of Power Generated by 
Drainage Canal Cuts Year's 
Cost of City Lamps. 


HANBERG BACK AT DESK. 


Commissioner of Public Works 
Checks Up, but Expects to 
Rest Again in Country. 


By the use of power generated by the 
Grainage canal instead of by steam the city 
saved 672.842 in its street lighting last year. 
It is predicted that the saving will be more 
than $100,000 this year. 

In his annual report published yesterday 
William Carroll, city electrician, pointed out 
. @ saving in operating expenses of $3.69 and in 
water of $4.73 on each of the city's 8,602 lights 

and an increase of $3.31 a light in invesstment 

charges. 7 

Six plants and substations operated by cur- 
rent purchased from the sanitary district 
were opened in the first half of 1908 and since 
that time two new stations have been built. 
With all of these operating during all of 1908 
a still greater reduction of the municipal light 
cost is expected. The net cost per light in the 
last ten years has varied from $60.08 to $52.03 
in 160T until 1908 lowered the mark to $45.86 
a lamp. 

Hanberg Visits City Hall. 

For the first time in two weeks, John J. 
Hanberg, commissioner of public works, was 
at his office in the city hall yesterday. He 
did not return to active work, but declared 
a short rest would remove the effects of the 
ptomaine poisoning that left him in a much 
weakened condition.
